PARIS, Jan. 16, 1870. 


Those accustomed to tno gay and attractive ap- 


pearance o! the boulevards of Tans can with diffi- 
tuity imagine that there Is a district m the city, the 
enrronndlngs of which, In paint of Badness, can 
scarcely be matched In Europe. The streets la the 
neichooruood, unless you go tiilther by the Boule- 
vard an Prince Eugene, strike tae visitor with a 
leeiing of sadness. Tney have assumed a sort of 
London-Sunday dismal look. The shops are not 
flourishing m tnat quarter. The most lively lookina 
are those nelU by vendors of immortal flowers for the 
graves of the dead and tombstones. In front or you, 
wnn:n a few yards, is the entrance to the Cemetery 
of Porek'la Chaise; on me leu you have ttte Pr:son des 
Jenues Detenus directly opposite lo tlie gate of 
which is thac or ibe Prison de la Roquetse or tne 
depot of the condemned. Tim prison was buiit m 
18<J8, In it are confined tne condemned to death,' to 
Imprisonment and to Sard labor. Those who nave 
been sentenced to more than one year and one day, 
remain only In La Requeue until they are forwarded 
to the bagne, tie colonies or to the maisoas cea- 
traleB. 


The population of tne prison 13 entirely of a.float- 


ing character. 
The U13 of criminality flows and 


ebbs. The prisoners are often but a few days there, 
and consequently the work exacted from them is 
not ol a severe kind. la a professional point ol view 
the prison is dirty and badly ventilated. 
Neither 


prisoners nor turnkeys look healthy. Everything 
about the place shows a want of Die. The recent 
Pantln murder, trial, condemnation and approach- 
ing execution of Tranpaiann nave attracted atten- 
tion to the prison, and therefore I nave visited it. 


OUTSIDE. 


Many had made np their minds that Traupmann 


would be executed yesterday at Els A. 11., ami to 
make amends for the slight attention that lias been 
paid 10 that worthy during tho past few days, owing 
tu the ail-cu2io3slng excitement occasioned uy the 
killing ot poor Victor Koir, some thousands, on Fn- 
aay nigtit. took up a position in Iront of the prison 
La Koquetie with the Intention of witnessing the 
exit Itoui this world of the celebrate! rantln as- 
sassin. A desire to see him executed Has boon ex- 
pressed by those who would shudder at the thought 
of witnessing the execution or an ordinary mur- 
derer. 
A few days since a barber's assist- 


ant, while lathering ray face (by the by, he 
nearly 
cheated me in the excitement with 


the shaving brush,) told me that if I could flud out 
ivlien Iraupinanu would bo executed I guould be 
";r<;s annaWt" if I would tell him, and so It is with 
nine out of ten. On Friday night the c.uoo sightseers 
toot possession or the ground near tc the spot wbere 
the guiUoune is usually erected . There was plenty 
of mud and ram and coid, but the crowds weathered 
all. Thoy remained until three o'clock in tne morn- 
ing, and then, as no signs of the scatrold appears,], 
they returned houie shivering, grumbllug and dis- 
comiortsd, for a report had bsen in circulation on 
the previous evening that at four o'clock the Knife 
of the gjilloune hau been sharpened.

Having permission to visit all ihe Paris prisons I 
prescuttd myself i esturday afternoon at tue gate cr 
tttti ceiebiaied prison of La Konuetce.

TUE I-AUtf COULD KOT ENTER. 


No daughter ot Eve was ever permuted to cross 
the tnreblioid of the Depot dos Condamnes. No 
Traupaianu io existence ever wished more intensely 
lur iiuuicuiaie execution than du I. My fair co'U- 
paniou liad dressed hsrsclt legardlesa alike of trou- 
ble und expense, witn the luteutioa ol gating on 
and being ua^ud at oy the celebrated assassin. 1'ou 
know what women aie. Fainting tits and hysterics 
were already looming in the distance, and so we 
Insisted ou iiumittance. The Governor or the prison

IlUUrilA.NN'a" CELL—ITS INMATE. 
Traupmauu's cell is of tolerable size and lofty. 
It contains a bed, a stove of wuite porcelalu, a table 
aud three chairs; lor the condemned uiuu to Ucata 
U never alone, ilia attendants aie a turnkey and a 
soldier without arms. 
'Ibc personal appearance of Traupmann has been 
so frequently described that it is useless to again 
reier to it. The photographs, with whicu me snop 
windows are now crowded, are correct, although ou 
paper he appears ehorierthan lie really is. I can- 
uot say more, lor fear of calling down censure ou 
tue heads of nis guardians, as u is expressly forbid- 
den loi\itny one to see and converse n nh a ton- 
aaimir, a. man when once ne is in waiting for his exe- 
cutioner. 


TUB LIBRARY. 
The next apartment to that or Traupmann is one 
of exactly ths same s'.ae, but de\ oted to au entirely 
uitiercat purpose, it is tue prison library, neatly ar- 
ranged witn shelves of boons, a list of wuicu is ke.ot 
m toe yard. The prisoners are permitted to have 
books irom tiie library, to be returned as tho end of 
the week. 
HOSPITAL. 
A wide staircase leads to the infirmary, In which, 
on an average, there are ten patients, A ward, the 
door of wnicli laces me staircase, deserves atten- 
tion. In it are about tw enty beds and prisoners con- 
versing cosily togetasr. No worK mere. Itnougut 
tliey were convalescents. My friend, me turnsey, 
suou solved the question, "Do you know who they 
are'/" 
•They are the musictens. We keep them apart. 
If tney went down" among ihe other prisoners they 
would be Killed. They had denounced their accom- 
plices, aud act as spies." 


We had theu leturned to the door of Traupmann's 
apartment, 'ihe old turukev nad now become com- 
municative, me jftMs/ci«ts uad broken the ice. 
Ihey sre evidently pets of whom any turnkey mignt 
be proud. 
Addressing our lady friend he said, "Yon are, ma- 
dame, tu«; oulj lady, \mu -,he excepiion of one, wno, 
to uiy Kuowieoge, uas ever viMteo uie Prison of La 
Koqudte, auu 1 have been here eighteen years. I 
cjuiiuenceu work at tweive huudrea irancs per j ear. 
Five irancs per mouiti are stoppea for retiring pen- 
sion, and at tne aite <J sixty i can retire. But 1 am 
little better than a prisoner." 


1IIE KOUTE TO THE SCAFFOLD. 
"I have shown you the mtibicietts; 1 will now take 
you along tue route whicn Traupuiann will follow 
wueu ou HIS (ray to the scaffold, so UJ to avoid being 
seen oy rue other prisoners." 


By mac time our lair companion bad become a 


much ut home iu La Koquette as she is in a drawing 
room, auu we loliowed the brigadier, llaviae tra- 
versed tue gaideu ho un ockeJ a door in the corne 
aud we mounted a uan.ow stone spiral staircase. Aior 
ueavy doyis aud a corridor, ou each sine of wuic 
are the Sleeping cei.s of the prisunera, with their 
doubie-boiied doors. "Tuls Urst cell," said our con 
tlucior, -is wuere 1 sleep. These turee are occupiec 
by reliable prisoners.'' Then a strong iron grating 
wuicli at night is closed, aud a steeping ward con 
taui.uir say twenty oeds for tha snort-sentence 
prisoners. The beds are good—a straw paillasse and 
a mattress 01 wool witu the usual coverings. No 
lire is ever lighted in this part of ihe prison, and tue 
cold during ine iiight is oiten intense. The turn 
Keva, if called from their beds in consequence of an1 
uuusuat uiiturbauce. suffer severely, for tuey hav 
110 lire in their sleeping rooms. 


But to co ^tiuue tns loat walk of the condemned 
Uavmg passed through several corridors we de- 
scended a wide stoucose leadmg to a passage sepa- 
rated irom the lirst courtyard w whlca we entered 
tna prison uy a sionu iron grating fitted with 
wooden suutters. Which are closed on the mornuii 
ol execution to prevent tue funeral processloa of tno 
siia living uiau bem,; witues^efl by tue prisoners 
in tho y<u d. jirilved ut the rout of the sUurcaae we 
paired into a small room. 


THE flSlOSlSa SEAT AND COKD3. 
Iheturukey, taking iiid seat oa a, chair which be 
p'aceJ near the table, said:—'-On Una tspot 'iraup 
man•! will be seated lor a lew minutes. The appa- 
ratus to be u»ed lor binding him is lu lUe drawers of 
that table, ilia arum »111 bj tnen tied beuiad his 
uack aud Ills le^a be bound.

LAST MEALS. 
Jn HIP kitchen we tinted ths lood for the prisoners. 
It H oi ,i nualiiy not to be complained ol, althoagD 
ti.e quuuiuy is uoc superfluous. i£acu prisoner re- 
ceives oiu pound auu a half of bread per day. in 
the luoruiug, ut sevea o'clock, He uau a uaain of soup, 
aud at tureu o'clock dinner, wnicli consists simply 01 
vegeub.es aud urcud. lie is uhowed as mucu cocoa 
tit no can drmi. ihe coooa is uot intoxicating. It Is 
iijavlB witU liqaonce loot and water, 'iwiue per 
weeK 12-"i uraiiiuies 01 meat are given to each pris- 
oner. There is a canteeu, however, in the prison, 
wuere the prisoners are allowed wuh their caunmgH 
to purehiibe luxuries, save.oys, meat, butter, su"ar 
and one-firth oi a litre oi trine, ic. The condemned 
lo denth are allowed to cat whatever they like, cut- 
lets or omelets, &c. 


Yesteidiiy Trauimiann indulged Inroast beef. Oar 
turnkey is from Alsace, nice hiuiscli, ana iraupinauu 
is ou ineudly terms with luui. 


Tiie reports aoout the assassin being In bad spirits 
are greatly exaggerated. Hie luruKey asked bun 
wuat ne would iiave lor dinner yesterday, aud tue 
asoaasm playfully replied, "Oh, vela atptiiui comme 
itt luiie tvunuii u." 


ADIEU. 


We had now reached tue last gate of the prison 
and the old turnkey, who had become particuiaily 
attentive to tue lady of our party (sue is Alsatian) 
witued us adieu with itreat ceremony. 


LAST WUKDS. 


He. however, had sull a last word. Calling attar 
his aimiMtnutu, uo said, ".cadauie, you will pa-s 
over the exact spot, oiuslde tne gate, wuere Tranp- 
uiauu will be executed.

TlIK CltllUNjU, rOMJLATIOS. 
In my lime 1 have Had many uuder ray care. I 
am not mure nervous tnau iny neighbors; but my 
lirst impression was to regret tuat we had peisisteu 
in obtaining permission jor the lady to enter, bhe 
mvjluuian.y drew baiat for an lustanc, but theu 
summoning up her courage she pressed forward 
lite a man, and passed tne auo eyes which were ma- 
lignantly gleaming at her. To describe the owners 
ol the eyes is impossible.

CJadenmeU had received tteir olunera ana

TraBxramuu Beheaded. 


A telegram from Parts of the 18th of Jannary 


says:—Traapmann was executed this morning at 
seven o'clock precisely, for the murder of the Kluck 
lamily. He walked up the steps of the scaffold 
quickly and in an agitated manner. 


The crowd assembled to witness the execution was 


immense. 


During tne night Traupmann. rosa to write a letter 


to his family- This morning the cries of the crowd 
outs.de the prison announced to Him that the time 
oi his execution Had arrived, and He was warned by 
the officials that his lost hour Hod come; whereupon, 
ne replied, "l am ready." 


Oiuy twice did ne exhibit any signs of weakness- 
first, when ue felt the coid edge of the scissors used 
to cue away his hair; and tuo second time when he 
Saw the guillotine. 


However, He quickly recovered His firmness, and 
ascended the steps ot me scjflolu alone. 


From the uine ox his leaving the prison he never 
utturea a worn. 


Dernllo of the Execution. 


A despatch from Paris of tne evening of the 20th 


of January affords the foilowine particulars or tne 
last scene in ttte life of tbe murderer ot tba Klnck 
famii;:— 


Tae execution of Tranpmann took place this morn- 
inu on the Place de la Koquetie, in presence of a 
considerable crowd, the greatest number of whom 
Had passed the night ou tne ground. Ihe various 
Doitioiuof the guu'1/i.me arrived In a loan vehicle 
about two o'clock ai the morning, aud nearly turee 
hours were occupied m setting up tue dreadiul ma- 
chme. The spectators consisted of the very loires: 
ciasa, and spent all tne early part of the night in 
drinking, eating, singing ana sameliaies even quar- 
relling. A strong cordon of troops was arranged 
round the Place to keep tHe central portion clear. 
wnea tne guillotine haa been erected the noise of 
Uie crowd somewhat ceased and their eeneral con- 
duct ttieu pi eseuted nothing to reoreuead. At last 
The executioner. M. Uelndelodrecu"; a tall, powerful 
man, dressed m black, dfty-eiugi yeara of age, with 
while hair, ascended tlio steps oi the machine and 
examined minutely every part, m order tuat all 
niigiit act irceiy at the supreme moment.

position to be present. On issuing from tne prison 
on the Place, the unhappy criminal perceived 
tbe latal machine right opposite, and instinctively 
recoiled. 1'rom [hat moment all power of inotiou 
seemed nearly gone, and were it not for the 
uieu at his sides He must have fallen. On His ap- 
pearing outside a loud murmur burst from me 
crowd, and the noise increased to the end. That 
period of time was, however, ol short duration, as 
tne prisoner was rapidly aided, or rather carried up 
the steps ol tbe bcaffold, the chaplain accompanying 
Him to the last. 
After the crucifix had been presented to tbe almost 
nuconscious criminal, he was with great rapidity 
plated on the gliding panel, and the next moment 
the heavy kuile fell. 


The crowd then began to disperse, tne hour being 
a little before seven. The late terrible scene had 
evidently not produced on them any eiiect of depres- 
sion or warning, as jests and gross allusions were 
bandied about as if iiotuing soleuiu had occurred, 
iiouie persons remained behmu in the nope of get- 
ting close to the scatioid, but the troops prevented 
all approach, la half an hour the aeiaila 01 the 
execution were known all over Paris. 


Tiio Crowd and Its Conduct—life Around tb« 


Scaffold. 


Another Paris writer, speaking on the zocti of Jan- 


uary, says:— 


'Ibe last scene of tbe Pantin tragedy—tbe execu- 
tion of J'ranpmann—was enacted yesterday in tue 
presence of au excited crowu, which had begun to 
gamer in the Place de la Ko:jheite shortly alter mid- 
iiigut. Crowds oi the idlers, who seein to be grega- 
rious in great cities, nad anxiously awaiteu. me 
ghastly incident on "nearly every mgut since it was 
KUOWU tuat tnat the court of Cassation had refused 
the appeal of the murderer. Tue mob appeals to 
luve carried the Indications of political excitement 
even 10 tne loot ol the scanold. Though some of 
the i'ans papers made tue palpably erroneous state- 
ment thai Traupuianu would be executed ou Sun- 
day, no one was aeceiveu by that anuouncemeuD, 
lor tue people 
knew tnat such au occur- 
rence would be deprecated as a violation 
ol reiizlous Drejadices. On Sunday night, however, 
an enormous crowd collected on the ground ou 
wuieu me last sentence of the law is executed on 
capital oflenders. 
There the constituents of the 
crowd remained until lour o'clocn ou Monday morn- 
ing, and wiien tney saw no attempt made to piepare 
tue guillotine they dispersed singing tue ".Marseil- 
laise." Brief coustderation nilgur, nowever, Have 
saved HUB trial of patience, for there is, we believe, 
no instance, at least in recent years, of an execution 
ou a Monday, as the authorities have always icared 
tnat a not uncut ensue in consequence of the pres- 
ence of tue Urge contingent of workmen by wmch 
tLe mob would be augmented. All eorta or rumors 
were circulated in Pans regarding the delay of the 
execution. It was more or less generally believed 
that the £mperor bad been induced by tne prison- 
er's reiterated protest that it was His accomplices 
who uad committed the crime for which be Had ueen 
condemned, to order a" respite lor futtaer investiga- 
tion, one paper stated that his Majesty Had received 
an anonymous letter oa the subject, wtuon ha 
deemed of sufficient importance to send to Ji. Ollt- 
vier. The warrant was sent on Friday afternoon 
from the Court or Cassation to tne house of the Min- 
ister of Justice. At tue end of tue document the 
Emperor wrote the letter *'J,," wulcH showed that 
he uid not intend to convey to the prisoner tne im- 
perial pardon. 


All me efforts to Induce Traupmann to reveal the 
names of his accomplices have beeu frustrated by 
the reticence or equivocation of the prisoner. Mme 
Braek, tae landlady of me cafe in ihe Rue Grange 
Uataliere, where araupmann was iu the Habit of 
going on different occasions with unknown persons 
about the time of tne murder, having received a 
great number of anonymous letters begging her to 
mduce the condemned man to name uls accom- 
plices, resolved to do so. bhe was conducted to the 
prison bj M. Claude. The director of the prison 
was present at the interview. Mine. Braek tried in 
vain to influence Traupmann. 
She threw herself 
ai nis leet His invariable answer was, "1 have 
given instructions mat my accomplices should be 
louud. I shall uot name them; let them look for 
them. The t\vo men you have seen with me were 
my accomplices; put t&ere w,is a third." Ihen ne 
adaed, 'Tou will receive, Kafiame, to-morrow a 
letter irom me, WHicn will tell you all 1 Have to Bay 
tojou."

A London journal remarks on the above Horrible 


theory thus:— 


Tue execution in Parts Hag revived the old ques- 
tion whether death instantaneously follows upon 
me severance oi the head irom me body, in a let- 
ter to ihe aaulois Dr. pmel asserts that decapita- 
tion does not immediately atlcct the brain. The 
blood which ilows alter decapitation comes irom the 
large vessels of tue neck, ana there is Haidlv auy 
call upon the circulation of tue cranium. The nraiu 
remains intact, nourishing itself wurH the bioort re- 
tained by the pressure of the air. When the blood 
remaining iu tue bead at the momem of separation 
is exhausted there commences a state, not of death, 
but of inertia, whlcb lasts up to tho moment when 
the organ, no longer ted, ceases to exist. Dr. Pinei 
estimates thai the brain linds nourishment in me 
residuary blood for about an hour arter decapita- 
tion. Tne period of inertia would last for about two 
Hours, and absolute death would not ensue until 
after the space of three hours altogether.

adds, a bodiless bead indicates by no movement the 
horror of us situation, it is because it is pnysicaliy 
impossible tnat it should do eo, all the nerves whicu 
serve lor the transmission of orders from the brain 
to the trunk being severed. But there remain the 
nerves or Hearing, of smell, and of sight. 


Tho Guillotine—How It la illa.de and Ope- 


rated. 


Tbe French guillotine or the present day is smaller, 


less clumsy aud more manageable than its prototype 
of old, still it is the same instrument, and tne modi- 
fications wbicii it Has successively undergone have 
changed neither tbe nature or Its mechanism nor its 
general form. It consists of a square shaped scaf- 
fold thirteen feet long by about twelve feet six 
Inches wide, supported on four poets, six leet in 
Height, cold reached by a aight of ten steps. This 
scaffold is railed ill ou au sides, witu an open balus- 
trade, aud at two-thirds or its length are fixed two 
upright parallel posts, surmounted by a cross-beain 
wuicn goes by tue name or the "chapeau» 
They are thirteen feet nigh and Have a space 
of 
about 
fifteen inches .between them. 
Tne 
kuiie. wHlch is attached to the chapean, is composed 
of a triangular blade of steel, fixed by means of three 
iron pins into a leaaeu hart, called the "mouton » 
wbica cives it great welgut. This moutou is nearly 
fourteen inches broad, and the blade at Its greatest 
width hardly a root. At rather more than three 
feet above the platform are two planks placed ver- 
tically one over the other, and with a semi-circular 
portion cut out of each, BO tnat when, they are brought 
together the opening bos the appearance or a lull 
moon. These are known as tne -lunette." The 
lower plauE is fastened to tue upright posts while 
tbe upper one, sliding in lateral grooves, can be 
raised or lowered at will. Between the posts aud 
tne staircase is tne "oascnie," 
a narrow 
piece of board, 
which, 
wueu at 
rest is 
vertical, 
but 
whicu

will 
bring into a horizontal position. In falling it 
comes on to a solidly supported table, longer than 
.tseif, and extending right up to the luneue. Tne 
aascuie, furnianed witu casters, roils along this 
t-ibie, and, by a rapid action, brings the neck of the 
criminal, who is Jastcned to it, on to ibe lower hair 
circle, so as to secure it there. To the rlgnt ot the 
bascule, and attached to it by binges, is an Inclined 
plane, placed so us to lest against the side of au 
enormous wicker-basket, lined with zinc and filled 
nth sawdust. Uuderneatn the bascule and tne 
uuette is a trough or oblong suape, and iu ironl of 
ue uprignt posts is an apparatus whicn secures tie 
head oi tbe criminal and prevents it from rolling on 
o the plaHorm should it tall from the Hscds of the 
osslstuut charged to Hold It. 


Tue entire machine, together* with its various 
accessories, is painted a disagreeable 
aeep 
blood-red color. The bascule is provided witu 
a double leatuer strap and buckles, in o/der 
to prevent. auy resistance on tue part of 
he criminal; but this" is rarely if ever used The 
upper semicircle falls rapidly by means of a very 
iuipie piece of mechanism, put m action by a but- 
ton, whicn it is only necessary to press. Tne fcuife 
13 attacued to the cnapeuu by a kind ofciaw shaped 
ike the figure 8. tae ioiver part of which opens when 
he upper closes. A cord hanging near the button al- 
eady noticed acts upon a leter, which, bringing the 
upper portions of the claw together," compels the 
ower to separate and settbeknife free. This latter 
sliding through tue open space, a, accelerated in its 
lesceut by tue mass of lead that surmounts It, and 
alls witn dreadful rapidity, which la, moreover in- 
reased by tne action 01 pousuea steel, rollers run- 
ning iu copper grooves Jlxea inside the upright 
•posts, lulls mli IL,just simvea tne surfaceot tne 
nuette, and Is finally stopped by-.two springs 
Covered with dlgka of India rubber, wlucb deaden 
tbe shock and prevent noise. 


Tbe reader will now comprehend with what sim- 
iiiclty and security ibe guillotine accomplishes its 
erribie work. 1'he criminal, having mounted tho 
c»ffold, finds himself in front of tue vertical bas- 
ule, which extends from Just above bis ankles to 
he middle of his nreast and facing him also Is the 
uuette with its movable portion rauwd. Thseie- 
loner pushes the bascule, wmcn falls into tbe horl- 
omal position, and then pusnes u along the table*

Tbe fall, 
mathematically calculated, occupies turee quarters 
or a sscond. 


The respective parts played by the executioner's 
assistants are settled in advance. 
Oue of them 
seizes hold of the head, the other raises the bascule 
from tlio bottom and weiscas down the legs of the 
criminal, while tho executioner hastens ou tne 
denouement, Tliesu combined movements, ail differ- 
ing one irom the osher, are accomplished br three 
indmdaals with a precision and simultaneousness 
that prevents the smallest hitcli from occurring.

Seizures Under the Confiscation Act of JTnly, 


1862—Tuo Constitutionality of tlte Act Un- 
der the Form of tbe Proceedings Disputed*

Jfos. 98 ana, 99, T. P. Garnett, Claimant, vs. The 


UniteA States, and A"o. 179, Wm. T. HcOretgh vs. 
Mie Unitea states—Error to tfte supreme Court of 
tTie District of Columbia ana, the Circuit Court for 
tne District of Virginia.—These cases were now 
argued together on their merits, a motion made on 
Friday last to dismiss the case of McCreigh Having 
beea denied. The proceedings in the two eases of 
Garnett (one claiming real and the other personal 
property) were in the courts or tHe District of 
Columbia, where the property was located, and the 
information in the case of McCreigh wa? filed m the 
District Court of -the State of Virginia, the property 
being situated in Alexandria. In all the cases the 
seizures were made under the Confiscation act of 
July, 1862, and the proceedings were made to con- 
form to Droceedings in admiralty and revenue 
cases as nearly as possible, as required Sy the 
seventh section of me act, the trial being Had 
without a jury. 
Tne decrees 
were 
for 
the 
government, and the cases are now before this court 
for review, the claimants contending that there was 
uot a substantial compliance with the admiralty 
rules made by this court, and ma&ing various other 
technical objections as to rezoiarity or the pro- 
ceedings m the courts below. But tbe mam ques- 
tion brought np Is tne constitutionality ol toe act, 
the claimants insisting that it was enacted 13 pnnish 
treason, as indicated by its title, and that being 
Each the provision for the trial of the offender upon 
the charge of crime, by a proceeding against bis 
property, to be tried without a jury, is unconktitu- 
tional. The offence of treason can be tried only as 
prescribed in the constitution, by jury, and then 
there caa be no conviction without the testimony of 
two witnesses to some overt act, or a confession lii 
open court. The punishment of crime, it is sub- 
mitted, by proceedings in rem. ana by default 
(as was the fact iu one of these caaeaj, is 
at 
war 
with 
all 
the provisions 
or 
the 
constitution in respect thereto. It is contended that 
unless tue crime lor the punishment or wnioh tne 
fifth and sixth sections of the act subject to forfeit- 
ure ot property shall be held to be treason or 
felony, these sections of the act "impose excessive 
flues" within tne meaning of the eighth article ot the 
amen dments to tne constitution; and if the crime 
be treason or feionr, the accused cannot be held to 
answer, except m strict conformity with the require- 
ments of the fifth article of the amendments to the 
constitution. 
Tue Attorney Genera! maintains tne constitution- 
ality of the act, and Insists that m the exercise of its 
municipal and sovereign rights Congress had tae 
right to prohibit, under penalties, the offences 
named in the fifth aud sixth, sections of the act. and 
to provide that these penalties should be enforced by 
proceedings in rem.

Dr. Jonn H. Gtiseom, residing at 42 East Twentr- 


ninth street, complained that an assault aud battery 
had been committed upon him by the watchman of 
the steamboat Narraganset, plying between Boston 
and New York. 


Dr. Griscom said tnat he was a deck passenger 


from !>ew York to Boston by the above steamer, and 
He said that during that passage he received atten- 
tion and courtesy from the crew and officers and was 
permitted the privileges of cabin and state rooms, 
and tbat nothing could be pica sinter than that 
voyage. He returned by the same boat from Boston 
to New York, and also as a deck passenger. He 
seemed to expect the same onviiestes on this voyage, 
but aid not get them. lie was making His way to a 
state room on the upper deck when the defendant 
told him he con'd not go, aud BO assaulted him that, 
according to the doctor's statement, who is an old 
man, palpitation of the heart was sp induced tnat 
be began to despair of his life. 
Captain Hull, tbe captain of the vessel, told a dif- 
ferent story. He said tnat tue fare of tne boats was 
lour dollars for deck passengers aud five dollars for 
cabin pissenirors; that, judging from the anoearance 
of Dr. GnsQOJjj, toey auppSasjL ne B83 a ^W11 Pa3- 
seuger, aud he bad all the privileges accorded to that 
class on His voyage to Boston; they subsequently 
discovered that ne was only a deck pjssengerj on 
the return from Boston to New York He tfaa tHen a 
deck passenger, but attempted to obtain the same 
privileges tnat he Had done before. The captain 
said that ne explained to the doctor that be must 
go to the office and pay the difference if he wished 
to be be a saloon passenger, but the doctor refused

thai but for the third party movement of Pill- 
more it would have carried its candidate, Fre- 
mont, into the "White House.

They had lost 
their Northern democratic balance of power, 
and open rebellion was the only alternative 
left them for the maintenance of negro slavery. 


The consequences, step by step, in the work 


of revolution and reconstruction thus invited 
are fixed ia the radical changes of the govern- 
ment we have described. Saving the question 
of Mormon polygamy—a mere incident, and a 
"relic of barbarism," which will soon be re- 
moved—the republican party has fulfilled its 
mission, and must now prepare for a new de- 
parture on new issues. The abolition of slavery 
demanded some new regulations 
touching 


the status of the African race, civil and po- 
litical, and in adopting the doctrine of the 
equality of all races and colors the simplest 
and the only complete solution of the problem 
has been made. But what next ? The libe- 
rated and enfranchised blacks have naturally, 
as the rale, become the political allies of tho 
republicans, from whom they have derived 
their liberty and political equality. But with 
these things secured the Southern blacks have 
other interests to look after. The Southern 
whites, opposed to the republican party, are 
tbe landowners, the planters, the employers 
of negro labor; and herein they have the 
means for speedily conciliating and winning 
over the negro balance of power in every 
Southern State, from Virginia to Texas. Will 
they do it ? They can if they will. 


We have, however, before us a Southern 


democratic paper, tlio Montgomery (Ala.) 
Mail, in. which we find a conspicuous editorial 
in opposition to negro suffrage to the extremity 
of appealing from the fifteenth amendment to 
the Supreme Court, and urging the New York 
democracy to this experiment.

If this estimate is at all reliable it must be 


based upon the number of troops originally 
sent out from Spain and those organized in 
Cuba, without taking into account the deple- 
tion of the army by sickness and death, losses 
in battle, desertions, returned soldiers, and 
other causes. Of tho sixty-seven thousand 
regulars and militia it is fair io'couclude there 
are not now more than thirty-five thousand 
effective men, if as many. The forty thousand 
volunteers might be reduced to twenty-five 
thousand. But thesa do garrison duty only, 
and are not very effective any way. In fact 
they constitute a force on paper only. Ex- 
cept the few Spaniards enrolled in this body 
the rest cannot be trusted, and the Spanish 
authorities are too sagacious to trust them in 
the field or out of sight. According to the 
Almanac7i, da Gotha, the entire active army of 
Spain last year amounted to only eighty-four 
thousand two hundred and ninety men. How 
could sixty-seven thousand be spared for 
Cuba? How, in the disturbed condition of 
Spain, could tho government spare more than 
three-fourths of its army for this colony alone ?

Napoleon'a Policy fn Regard to Cables. 


It is announced authoritatively as the policy 


of the French government that there can be no 
monopoly of privileges in regard to laying 
cables oa the coast of France, and that this 
field of enterprise is entirely open. We can 
scarcely imagine a declaration more calcu- 
lated to put to shame the recent course of onr 
•own government, which, despite 
all our 


national notions in regard to the freedom of 
such undertakings, has acted in the interest of 
a monopoly against all cable enterprises. 
With equal ignorance, shortsightedness and 
want of discretion, our government headed an 
assault against the French Cable Company, 
thrust on by the monopolists of the Western 
Union Company. It accepted their view with- 
out inquiry, and made it the basis of its oppo- 
sition to the new cable that France would not 
permit an American cable to be landed on its 
shores. Now it turns out that the govern- 
ment acted upon an invention; but all the 
harm it could do is done. Is it not scanda- 
lous that the administration should thus 
become the catspa-w of a combination formed 
to plunder the people ?

This stoppage in the progress of this impor- 
tant work is very much to be regretted. Its 
construction was commenced with the most 
flattering assurances of being carried on with- 
out being obstructed by those vexations de- 
lays that have characterized the erection of 
nearly every public building of note'in the 
city. An, unusually favorable winter also 
contributed toward facilitating the speedy 
completion of the undertaking. But, alas.' 
the tardiness of Congress in not granting the 
appropriations asked for by the department 
has accomplished what the terrible old Frost 
King could not—nipped in the bud the fruits 
of the skjll and energy of the architect and 
his superintending assistants. 
The stoppage 


of this work will create trouble all around— 
not only with the Postal Department of the 
government, but with the contractors, the 
clerks, artisans, mechanics, laborers and other 
classes who have made their calculations upon 
the steady progress of the structure and ar- 
ranged their business and domestic plans ac- 
cordingly. It will also give the umbrella 
brigade now occupying the ricketty old shanty 
satirized by the name of Post Office a further 
lease of premises which threaten daily and 
nightly to become then- untimely sarcophagus.

£he City Hall not otherwise occupied by the troops 
nnd bands were thrown open to the ladles at hail- 
past eight and to the general public fiiteen minutes 
atterwatds; but the ladies filled the galleries of the 
main hall so promptly that not a man gained aa- 
mlasioa there. 


The various societies assembled at their head- 


quarters at the appointed time, aad the delegations 
and distinguished guests at tne Mayor's offlceat 
nine o'clocs, and at half-past nine Died into the hall 
In the published order of procession through corri- 
dors lined with troops and paclcefl with people- A 
space of fifteen leet around the three sides of the 
catafalque was kept open by sentinels, surrounded 
in the front rank by the distinguished State, naval 
and army officials, wnile at me back of them, filling 
the space uaaer the remotest galleries, were the 
ordered lines of the procession, which had marched 
into the hall. 


Tne coffin was covered with lilies and other whita 


exotics. The sentinels at the four corners of the 
catafalaue leaned motionless on their reversed 
mustets. The Right Rev. Bishop Keely stood in 
front, and Chaplain Harrison, of the Monarch, on 
the north side, and Blsbup Chaplain Charles W. 
Baynes on the south side, ail in lull canonicals. 


At ten o'clock from tbe upper corridor through the 


shrouded windows stole the strains of the utcliry- 
mosa, from Mozart's "Requiem," by the Germama 
Band, followed >>y the quartet and chorus from the 
"Messiah" by the Havdn Association (250 voices). 
This was followed by a prayer read by Bishop Keely, 
and then a dirge by the Portland band. The Haydn 
Association then sang che chorus from tbe ".Mes- 
siah" and the prayer from "Moses in Egypt,"" 


On commencing tbe next piece, "Happy ana 


Blessed," from St. Paul, twelve sailors from the Ma- 
bonlng advanced and removed tha coffln and pro- 
ceeded slowly from the hall, preceded br Colonel 
Sweet, the Marshal and ihe clergymen, lollowed by 
the pail-Dearers. While it was being placed in the 
funeral car tae two remaining pieces, "Round Aoout 
the Starry Throne" and the chorus from the "Hymn 
of Praise" were performed. 


Ihe procession then proceeded from the hall and 


got into line according to the programme previously 
telegraphed, with the addition of a battalion of ma- 
rines Irom the frigates Plymouth and Beulcia. Tha 
yuth infantry bore their regimental colors, inscribed 
with their battle fields, with arms reversed and the 
band; playing dirges. The escort proceeded over 
the prescribed route, followed by an apparently un- 
ending line of carriages and the civic procession. 


At fifteen minutes past twelve o'clock the head of 


the procession arrived ,at the depot, where the 
escort was drawn up, tug coffin placed aboard the 
funeral car of the train and the mourners embarked. 
The luneral car was of tne "monitor" pattern, 
draped with black knotted with white cloth. It was 
empty, save the bier upon which the coilin rested.

morbid sentiment about this lellow's ultimate doom,

prisoner then drew a knife, slabbed mm, aud dragged
